When two days old he was castrated and 
started on his career as an Aberdeen-Angus steer. He was kept 
at the cow barn until 8 months old and during this period was 
taught to take milk wherever he could get it. At no time did he 
have the equivalent of more than one good cow, although he was 
“city” broke so as to be in position to take advantage of a cow 
when moved to the steer barn late. 

Our small calves run in an open lot with access to a division 
in the barn where alfalfa hay and a mixture of oats, corn, and 
bran are available at will. No attempt is made here to separate 
the calves, but instead they are all permitted to help themselves 
when they wish, or at least when the opportunity affords itself. 

For a number of ‘years we have followed the plan of bunk- 
feeding our show steers at the University of Nebraska. When 
Kenyon 1st was moved to the steer barn he was placed in a lot 
with some 20 other steers, ranging from senior yearlings down to 
Junior calves. All of the feeding done out doors in bunks, al- 
though the calves that nursed ‘went into the barn twice a day for 
milk. During the summer and ear- 
ly fall, the feeding was done upon 


champion calf of the show, was 
more or less of a dark horse en- 
trant in that he had not been 
shown previously, nor had he been 
seen by a great many show follow- 
ers who might compare him with 
steers that were winning at the 
leading state fairs during the fall 
months. He filled Judge Biggar’s 
eye so well that a rather detailed 
study was made between the Here- 
ford calf, Deacon, that was made 
grand champion, and Kenyon be- 
fore the champion calf was placed. 
Later Judge Biggar made some 
very complimentary statements re- 
garding the Aberdeen-Angus calf 
and seemed to fcel that he would 
hand a wonderful carcass. At your 
suggestion, I take pleasure in sub- 
mitting the following regarding 


a two-time-daily basis. After the 
weather became cooler in Septem- 
ber, a noon feeding was started 
and the calves encouraged to eat 
all they would. The mixture from 
then on included cooked barley, 
ground ear corn, oats, bran, and 
chopped beets. No pasture was 
provided nor was‘silage fed to the 
steers. Prairie hay and alfalfa hay 
were alternated so that neither be- 
came tiresome. 

Up until the time our cattle 
left for the International, Kenyon 
had not been in the barn except at 
nursing time. In other words, he 
was kept out with the other steers 
in an open lot, both night and day, 
and as a result developed a nice 
coat of hair together with a vigor 
and appetite in proportion. He 


this calf and his history: 

At the Escher & Ryan Sale in 
June 1917, when it rained 7 inches 
in 7 hours, the water under the 
tent was 7 inches deep and the mud in the barn lot almost 7 feet, 
a smooth little Pride of Aberdeen cow was exposed at auction and 
knocked off to the bid of the University of Nebraska at $510. She 
had a very likely looking four-months-old bull calf at foot, which 
later went to head a good herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in west- 
em Nebraska at within $10 of the cost price of the cow. Soon 
after alriving at the University, Pride 43d, was bred to our Eston 
of Denison bull, Perfection Lad E. To this mating was dropped 
a heifer calf on May 16, 1918. She was named Ophelia Pride 2nd 
and has been in the breeding herd at the college since. In August, 
ia the bull Kenyon 3d was selected to head the University Aber- 
een-Angus herd. He is a very low set thick bull, possibly a trifle

weighed 1060 pounds at the time 
he was loaded for Chicago and 
weighed 1025 officially at the In- 
ternational. We are especially 
proud of the winnings of this steer because of the fact that we 
produced him in our own herd. We are likewise proud of him be- 
cause of the fact that the method of handling which we followed 
was very simple and practical, and involved a great deal less work 
than stall feeding which is usually resorted to in preparing animals 
for show. Kenyon will be exhibited at the Denver Show in January 
and will go to the hooks there. As he won sufficient cash prem- 
iums at Chicago to pay the cost of his sire, we already feel well 
satisfied with our investment in Kenyon.

The 
trend is very definite, 
however;not enough per-

cial bases, moderately to 
expand their operations.

The Trend in Cattle 


The seven leading westein markets received 10,657,190 cattle 
last year. This was a reduction of 32,000 from the year before. On 
the other hand, last year’s cattle, at Chicago alone, averaged six 
pounds lighter than the previous year, a matter of some sixty mil- 
lion pounds of cattle received at the other six markets ran under 
weight to the same extent. For all practical purposes, receipts were 
about the same for the two vears. But if we go farther back we 
find a rather interesting story of what has happened. The follow- 
ing figures show combined receipts of cattle at seven leading mark-

Starting with 1910 there was a steady decline in marketing to 
1914, the low point in the period shown. With 1915 an increase set 
in that continued steadily to 1918, the peak year. There we have 
a picture of the up and down swing in what we now think of as 
normal times. From 1917 to 1919, and during part of 1920, pro- 
duction, and marketing, was heavy to take advantage of high 
prices. When the break came, in the latter part of 1920, beef pro- 
ducers began to hold back, hoping that a turn for the better would 
come. The sharp decline in marketing in 1921 did not result from 
a big decrease in production, which to be effective in 1921 would 
have had to start in 1919. It was the result of holding, which con- 
tinued through 1921, and then came forced liquidation, which has 
continued to some extent ever since. Note the comparatively heavy 
marketing through 1922, ’23 and ’24—at a time when production 
without doubt was decreasing! Losses discourage production. There 
have been plenty of losses since 1920. The heavy marketing dur- 
ing the past three years would thus seem to indicate a steady loss 
in breeding herds. The selling of she stuff has been heavy, as is 
well known. The cattle turnover is slow. Increased marketing may 
continue after breeding has declined. That seems to have been the 
case from 1922 to date. All of which seems to point directly to de- 
creased marketing during the coming three years. If so, the beef 


producers have before them what should prove to be a profitable 
period.—Drovers Journal, Jan. 8.

BREEDING PROBLEMS 


Prof. W. A. Craft, Asst. Prof. Animal Hus- 
bandry, Oklahoma Agr.

“Shy Breeders.” 
Breeders have had an opportunity to 


critically cull their herds during the depres-. 


sion of the last few years and marked im- 
provement should ensue as a result of the 
discriminate selections that have been made 
in practically all of the herds thruout the 
country. I am particularly interested in the 
elimination of shy or irregular breeders 
from the beef herds of America. Although 
it is undoubtedly true that breeders have 
sent many shy-breeding females to the 
shambles during the past four years, it may 
be that all such females have not been elim- 
inated from the breeding herds, and that 
further culling should be done especially in 
a few herds. Breeders know more about 
the cost of carrying a few irregular breed- 
ers in the herd than anyone else, but there 
is sometimes a tendency to hold such cows 
because they may be favored in their pedi- 
gree or individuality or both. 

The ability to breed regularly is one of 
the valuable characteristics that a strain of 
animals may have, and in estimating values 
regular breeding should, I believe, be given 
very serious consideration. 

It has been about 100 years since “Old 
Grannie,” one of the most famous founda- 
tion cows of any breed, was calved. The 
fact that she produced 25 calves indicates 
that she was undoubtedly a regular breeder. 
It is probably true that the decendants of 
this famous cow: inherited, to a certain ex- 
tent, reproductive capacity and longevity 
which must have proved to be an impor- 
tant factor in the development of the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed. : 

While there are a number of conditions 
that may cause sterility, such as diseased 
reproductive organs, space here will not per- 
mit a discussion of these, but there is little 
doubt that there are degrees of fertility 
which are inherited. It is highly possible 
that a tendency toward barrenness and ir- 
regular breeding is in some cases at least 
inherited. If this characteristic is heredi- 
tary, it may appear in the offspring of ir- 
regular breeders and consequently be main- 
tained in herds by retaining such animals. 
Although it is not certain that the irregular 
breeding tendency is hereditary there is 
— evidence which suggests that it may 

e. 
Since there is a possibility that this char- 
acteristic is hereditary it becomes more ap- 
parent that all animals that show this ten- 
dency should be eliminated from the breed- 
ing herd. Many breeders may find it ad- 
vantageous to look over their herd of cows 
with the idea of doing a little further cul- 
ling. This could be done now as a part of 
the preparation to meet an increasing de- 
mand for breeding cattle.

Export of Cattle. 

According to the Drovers Journai there 
were about fifty carloads of heavy cattle 
bought in that market for export to Europe 
during the last two weeks of December. In 
speaking of the matter editorially this pap- 
er says: 

“This isn’t a large number, yet it has an 
effect on the maiket out of all proportion 
to its size. This for the reason that the 
export of these cattle removes them entire- 
ly from the domestic market. Furthermore, 
it helps out on the particular kind of cattle 
exported. The cattle going out now weigh 
for the most part 1200 to 1400 pounds, for 
which weights demand has been lacking and 
prices low. There are just so many of these 
cattle offered and there is limit to the do- 
mestic demand for them. Taking out a few 
carloads day by day to send to Europe helps 
the market on this kind quite a good deal. 
However, they must be bought at a low 
price to make their shipment abroad profit- 
able. Ocean rates are so much per head, no 
matter what the weight, so it is desirable to 
ship heavy cattle, which also sell well 
abroad, 

“Fifty loads in two weeks is a small num- 
ber compared to total receipts at this mar- 
ket during this period. But it is worth talk- 
ing about, for the rcason mentioned, and it 
Is worthy of note that cattle of this class 
are a dollar or more higher than they were 
two weeks ago. This movement of fat cat- 
tle to Europe may not increase, it may not 
even continue long, depending on prices pre- 
vailing in this market. When these prices 
advance, exports will have to cease. But in 
the meantime it is a real help, and we 
should be glad that there is a free play of 
Coinpetition in the market that makes these 
purchases possible and a speculative inter- 
est that makes men willing to take the risks 
involved,”

the 1angeman a fair profit for his opera- 
tions. (Please note that the early matur- 
ing, superior meated Aberdeen-Angus breed 
is not mentioned. Why not? Who is at fault? 
Probably we need a little pep, or something.) 

“Having checked up this situation, with 
which I am somewhat familiar, I find that 
there is around 19,000 head of breeding cows 
that have been shipped from the San Luis 
valley this season. Now I would love to 
have some wiseacre explain to me, and as- 
suming that the same conditions exist in 
other parts of the West, where the meat eat- 
ing public is going to get its beef in the 
very near future.” 

With such conditions prevailing in Colo- 
rado what is to hinder the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed from sharing in this new prosperity 
which is so certain to develope? There is 
no time to lose on the part of our breed asso- 
ciation in developing this new country. The 
Journal is laboring unceasingly in this field 
and will welcome the assistance the associa- 
tion should give. There are thousands of 
she stuff available for this restocking pro- 
gram and plenty of good bulls to cover not 
only these new herds but to assist in the up- 
building of the native herds. 


TO BENEFIT 
RURAL COMMUNITIES, 


The Southein Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools appointed at the Mem- 
phis meeting, December 2-6, a committee of 
three to agree with the Bureau of Educa- 
tion, Department of the Interior, on a form 
of organized cooperation for purposes of co- 
ordinating research in the field of the small 
high school. At the same time the Southern 
Association called upon other official or- 


ganizations concerned with secondary edu- 


cation to join with the Southern Association 
and the United States Bureau of Education 
in this movement. This undertaking is a 
matter of considerable importance to the 
educational world as approximately 80 pe 
cent of all public high schools are small high 
schools enrolling less than 150 pupils each. 
These schools are confronted with problems 
as yet unsolved growing out of the efforts 
to 1eorganize secondary education along 
lines indicated in the several reports of the 
committee on the reorganization of second- 
ary education. This is a definite move on 
the part of the United States Bureau of 


Education looking towards its functioning - 


as a national clearing house of educational 
research, a function universally demanded 


by educational agencies. At no time in the 
past has the Bureau felt that its resources 
would permit it to function in this way in 
the field of secondary education. The situ- 
ation is now such, however, that the begin- 
nings of such service seem possible and de- 
sirable. ;

Cold soups 
re they Lot weather but hot soups — 
play a large part throughout the winter 
a are very valuable in the diet dur- 
ing the winter months. One is always jus- 
tified in beginning dinner with soup these 
days. The purpose of soup 1s twofold. 
First, it improves the digestion and stimu- 
lates the appetite by introducing, at the 
beginning of the meal, a highly flavored 
liquid food which increases the flow of 
digestive juices. The second purpose 
of soup is to increase the variety of 
nutrients in a meal, or_even to furnish 
the body of a meal. A French writer has 
said: “Soup should be to a dinner what the 
overture is to an opera; or what a porch 
is to a house.” In words, it is a good in- 
troduction. 

Stocks or meat soups are very valuable 
in the diet, inasmuch as they improve the 
digestion. Cream soups, purees and chow- 
ders are so full of nourishment that they 
really are meals in themselves. _ 

Always serve a stock soup or light soup 
at the beginning of a heavy meal. In the 
case of an invalid, a strong soup or very 
heavy soup may be the useful means of 
arousing the appetite and stimulating the 
digestive powers of the stomach. | 

Soups may be roughly divided into two 
classes. In the first class belong the soups 
that are always made from meat stock. 
These are the various modifications of 
brown and white stocks, bouillons, con- 
sommes and broths. In the second class be- 
long the cream soups, bisques, purees and 
chowders. 

What do we mean when wé speak about 
soup stocks? Stocks are the foundation 
for all soups. Stocks are obtained by cook- 
ing meat with small amounts of spices, 
herbs and vegetables in water slowly and 
for a long period of time. . They are cooked 
thus in order to extract from them all pos- 
sible flavor and food value. 

Stocks vary in color and flavor according 

to the kind of meat used, as well as the 
seasonings and the methods by which they 
are prepared. 
_ Brown stocks are made from meat that 
is browned first, in order to increase the 
color and flavor. Dark colored meats are 
also used. 

White stocks are made from light colored 
meats and the meat is never browned. 


Delicate brown stocks or bouillons are 
made from lean beef with some fat, but 
no bone and they are very lightly seasoned 
with spices, herbs and vegetables. A part 
of the meat is browned. These are the best 
brown stocks to use for clear soups, as a 
Soup made from meat alone is easier to 
ow than one made from both meat and 
ts Rich brown stocks are made from a com- 
ination of lean beef, fat and bone and are 
ighly seasoned with spices, herbs and veg- 
= les. A part of the meat is browned. 
S these stocks are more difficult to clari- 


fy, it is better to use them for soups that are 
not to be served clear. 

White stocks are made from chicken or 
veal, or a combination of the two, and are 
very delicately seasoned. A very small 
amount of beef may be used. None of the 
meat is browned, as the object of the white 
stock is to preserve delicacy not only of 
color, but of flavor. 

Bouillons are easily made from a delicate 
brown stock and are always served clear. 

Consommes or mixed stocks are made 
from a combination of two or three meats 
usually beef, chicken and veal, and are 
lightly seasoned with spices, herbs and veg- 
etables. Part of the meat is browned. Con- 
sommes are always served clear, like bouil- 
lons. The difference between bouillon and 
consomme lies in the color and flavor. Con- 
sommes are more delicate in color and fla- 
vor than bouillons. 

Lamb, or mutton stock, or broth is made 
from either lamb or mutton, using both 
meat and bone, but no fat. It is always 
well seasoned and a part of the meat may 
be browned. It is usually called broth and 
is the basis of the famous Scotch Broth. 

It is very important to select the right 
kind of meat for stock or soup making. 
Two or three pounds of meat, or meat and 
bone, is needed for a finished quart of 
stock. Any kind of meat may be used with 
the exception of smoked or pickled meats. 
Small amounts of ham or bacon, or ham 
bone may be used for flavoring. The less- 
expensive cuts of meat are excellent for 
soup, as they contain much flavor and 
juice. 

In selecting a soup bone, select one con- 
taining two-thirds meat and one-third bone 
and fat. The proportion of bone to meat 
should not be too great, as too much bone 
tends to make a cloudy stock. 

Soup may also be made from left-overs. 
There is often some meat and bone left from 
roasts, chops and steaks that will furnish 
the supply of soup for the family. An ex- 
cellent rich brown stock may be made from 
meat left overs. Some fat with the meat, 
except in the case of lamb and mutton, is 
most desirable in stock making. Fat from 
the shin bone or other marrow fat is ex- 
cellent, because of its delicate flavor. Mut- 
ton fat should be avoided because it may 
impart a strong flavor to stock. 


To prepare the meat for soup, cut the 
meat in small pieces and saw or crack the 
bone. The meat retailer will be glad to do 
this for ‘you. Brown from one-fourth to 
one-half the meat for brown stocks and con- 
sommes. This gives good color and good 
flavor. Soak the remaining meat and the 
bone in cold water for thirty minutes or 
more before cooking. This helns to ex- 
tract the juices of the meat. Heat gradu- 
ally to the simmering point. 
simmer for three or four hours in order to 
extract as much juice and flavor from the 
meat as possible. If the soup is allowed to 
boil it is never so fine in flavor. At the 
end of three or four hours add the vege- 
tables, spices and herbs and continue sim- 
mering for thirty minutes to one hour. If 
the soup is desired clear, strain it into a 
large bowl or other container. Soup can be 
strained through several thicknesses of 
cheese cloth, which is placed over the strain- 
er before pouring the mixture through it. 
Cool the soup quickly as quick cooling im- 
proves its keeping quality. Soup should, 
if possible, always be allowed to become 
thoroughly cold before being used, since 
the fat hardens and collects in a cake on 
top and can be removed easily. Keep stock 
in a cold place, as it will then keep for sev- 
eral days. Following is a standard recipe 
for making one quart of rich brown stock:

2 lbs. of beef 

(4% to % bone) Small sprig parsley 
1% quarts cold water 1 tbsp. each carrot, 
4 peppercorns onion, celery and 
2 cloves turnip, if liked 
1 bay leaf 1 tsp. salt 

Prepare this stock according to the direc- 
tions just given, browning part of the meat 
and soaking the remainder of the meat with 
the bone and then simmering them for sev- 
eral hours, at which time add the season- 
ings, herbs and the vegetables and cook 
for another thirty minutes or on hour. This 
soup may be served just as it is, or it may 
be varied in the following ways: Rice or 
barley may be added in which case we would 
call it rice or barley soup. Green peas may 
be added, either fresh or canned. If fresh 
peas are used, they should be boiled sep- 
arately and added to the soup kettle just 
before serving. Spaghetti or macaroni may 
be aded. The spaghetti or macaroni alpha- 


bet is an excellent addition to soup where 


there are children in the family. Tapioca 
is a good addition to soup. If either pearl 
tapioca or pearl barley is used it should 
be soaked for a few hours before adding 
to the soup kettle. After the tapioca or 
barley is added, the soup should be stirred 
frequently to prevent it from burning. One 
cup of sliced okra makes a pleasing change 
in the soup. The spices and herbs may be 
varried. Sweet herbs may be dried and 
ground and put up in small inexpensive 
packages. A sour apple adds to the flavor 
of the soup. Many times a little allspice, 
cloves and kitchen bouquet or Worcester- 
shire sauce will improve the flavor. The 
herbs used in soup making can be tied loose- 
ly in a cheese cloth before adding to the 
stock, in which case they can then be easi- 
ly removed. 

After the stock has been made, there is 
some of the meat left. If this meat is tast- 
ed, it will be found to be lacking in flavor. 
But since the valuable meat protein has not 
been extracted from the meat in stock mak- 
ing this solid meat contains much food value 
and should be served the family in some at- 
tractive form. I have been horrified many 
times to hear women say that they always 
throw away the meat after the soup is 
made, not realizing that they are throwing 
away good food. Since this soup meat con- 
tains nourishment but lacks flavor, the 
thing to do is to put flavor back into the 
soup meat. It can be done very easily as 
illustrated in the following recipe. This 
recipe is called Savory Meat and utilizes 
the meat which is left in the soup kettle: 

1 lb. cooked soup 1 tsp. grated onion 
meat \% tsp. salt 

1 c. stock \% tsp. paprika 

1 tsp. celery salt A few gratings of 

% tsp. sweet. mar- nutmeg 

joram 

Chop the soup meat fine, removing all 
gristle. Season, moisten with the stock 
and press into a greased pan. Put in a 
moderate oven and bake for 30 minutes. 
Serve with tomato sauce.

Do You Know the Cuts? 


In spite of the fact that the majority o 
American housewives shop personally fo: 
the family meat, their knowledge of the yap. 
ious cuts and grades is most limited, These 
facts were revealed in a preliminary report 
of Government experts to the National Live 
Stock and Meat Board regarding a survey 
of the retail meat trade being conducted by 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
throughout the United States. 

Practically 70 per cent of the women in- 
terviewed to determine the consumer’s hab- 
its regarding meat stated that they go to the 
shops themselves for their meat supply, 
says the report. About one family out of 
seven depends on the telephone to make pu- 
chases and the man of the family is the 
purchasing agent in one out of ten families, 

On the other hand, most of the women 
questioned were familiar with only two or 
three steaks and the number of roasts 
known to them was less than two. The gen- 
eral lack of information on the part of the 
consumer further emphasizes that the 
house-wife is not a careful purchaser in 
making meat selections, concludes the te 
port. These questions together with a nun- 
ber of others were asked of housewives of 
all circumstances. 

The day of, solicitation of orders by the 
butcher is gone. The Government investi- 
gators discovered only a few isolated cases 
where the market man either called person- 
ally or by phone to secure business. 

The neighborhood market is a popular 
place to trade, according to the survey. Six- 
ty-one per cent of the population purchases 
meat from shops that are within a radius 
of less than three blocks from their homes. 
Only 25 per cent are in the habit of going 
five blocks or more in order to make meat 
purchases. Forty-three per cent buy their 
meat from the nearest dealer, 18 per cent 
from the next-to-the-nearest dealer and 9 pet 
cent are in the habit of passing two shops 
in order to reach their regular store. It was 
further determined that only 23 per cett 
purchased their meat from shops which were 
so distant from their homes that there welé 
five or more shops in between. : 

It appears that quality and meat that 18 
satisfactory are the chief attractions dra¥- 
ing the housewife to a particular market. 
Upon this subject the Government repott 
took occasion to say that unless housewives 
know a great deal more about quality than 
they do about cuts, their: actual knowl 
of quality is very limited. F

Editor Aberdeen-Angus Journal: 

I have just read your recent issue from 
cover to cover and I think it one of the best 
copies yet, if not the best. Surely enjoyed 
the good articles in it and then the results 
of the shows for the year make it very use- 
ful. 

We are still alive out here in western 
Kansas and have had some real winter since 
the middle of December. Russell county 
had a fair wheat crop, but nothing else to 
speak of, so most of us had to cut down our 
cattle holdings at a big sacrifice last fall 
and are running the rest through on half ra- 
tions. Our dry cows are getting only straw 
and water and good shelter, however they 
are doing nicely for that kind of feed and 
considering the weather, will feed silage lat- 
er when the calves begin to come. We were 
able to buy twenty acres of corn from a 
neighbor who raised it on bottom ground, 
but it is poor and did not turn off much to 
the acre. 

We have about thirty head of cows and 
heifers in our herd now, but they are all 
good ones. Might mention that our oldest 
cow Pride McHenry 100th 1493€2 calved 
September 5, 1910, eats straw with the rest 
and seems to like it, I believe she is in the 
best shape of any in the herd, but she comes 
by her beefy qualities naturally as she is 
sired by Glenfoil Thick Set 2d and out of 
Pride McHenry 42d the same dam as Pro- 
tine the sire of Earl Marshall. 

Farmers are beginning to nose around 
looking for bulls, however they are scarce 
here, we haven’t anything to sell now, ex- 
cept our herd bull Elfin’s Espos 341124 sired 
by Brookside Elfin and his dam is Espa 2d 
by Earl Eric of Ballindalloch. He is three 
years old and a good individual and extra 
good breeder. Would like to sell him or 
trade him for a cull as good in breeding and 
individuality. Have his mother and several 
sisters in the herd and can not afford to 
keep two bulls now with the size of our herd.

(Editor’s Note—Mr. Wyckoff’s letter is of 
much interest because it reflects perhaps un- 
consciously the future in Aberdeen-Angus 
circles. As in many, many other instances 
his herd has been cut to the minimum and is 
being brought through under strenuous cir- 
cumstances as pertains to feed, etc., this in 
itself indicates a shortage in breeding cattle 
for the next year. This man has no bulls to 
sell. Hundreds of others are in the same 
fix. Thus the bull supply this spring is 
surely going to be excessively short and will 
not be adequate to meet demands. Already 
according to Mr. Wyckoff farmers are be- 
ginning to inquire after bulls, but there are 
none in his herd with which to meet their 
demands. This cutting down of the cow herd 
has been going on for the last two or three 
years, the steering of bull calves has also 
been profitable and will in many cases where 
the calf is not of outstanding quality con- 
tinue to be so. Thus we are assured of a 
higher standard and a better quality of cat- 
tle in the future. Year after year the mar- 
ket demands a better animal and it is going 
to be up to the men who are devoting their 
time to the improvement of the breed to 
produce the sort of cattle that will meet the 
requirements of a profitable industry.
